“6 still have 
to form groups of “rasistants." 


Party members have the bad habit of underestimating our oppcnents, 


In short, during the past four months we have mada little progress, Pro- 
peganda and prestical efforts have not produced adequate results, Hence- 
forth we must build up cells, form new local leadars and intensify the 
education of tha party members... 
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fo Precepts for Future 


a. Propaganda must be increased among the workers, students, small 
shop=keepars srd civil servants; and cells must be formed within 
each category, 


b. The number of party adherents in the densely ponulated districts, 
in the armed forces and in the police must ba quadrupled. 


Every party member must be courareous and industrious. 
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d. ‘Vhe meanine and objectives of Communism must be expounded to tra 
people. 


@. Workers and peasants must be shown where their renal personal 
interests lie. 


f, Al] precautions must ba taken against the activities of tha ranch 
Leuxieme Bureau. 


B- Celis must intensify their activity. 
h. ‘We must seek by every moans to parelyse the economy of our advorsaries, 
io e must arrange competitive entrance examinetions for e course of 
instructions prapsratory to the General Attack which is to take 
place shortiy.
